On 22nd October, 1969, at about 7 A.M., the gang of tire 
notorious clacoit Sam Singh, armed w/th lethal weapons, 
ambush cd Sarvashri Mohar Singh and Udal Singh of village 
M alp Lira, when they went to their field for ploughing, and 
shot them dead. On hearing the sound of the firing, the 
villagers of Malpma and Rahanli LJwari fired on the gang, 
taking cover of: jowur fields, the gang managed to escape, 
but while retreating, they killed another person. Hearing 


ihe sound of the firing, Shri feaijnath Singh of village 
Chaehipura set out from his village with his mouzer rifle to 
intercept the gang. He was warned .by the villagers not to 
risk his life as the dacoits were in strength and heavily armed. 
Undeterred, he rushed in the direction from which the sound 
nl the firing was coming. He had hardly gone about half a 
mile, when he saw the gang of dacoits approaching him. 
Undaunted, he challenged the. gang which immediately opened 
lire at him. Taking position behind a mango tree, he return- 
ed the fire. The gang consisted of 20 to 25 members, but 
Shri Baijnath Singh did not lose his nerve. He continued the 
struggle against the dacoits. This went on for about half an 
hour. When he found himself surrounded by dacoits from 
all sides, he decided to give up his position so as to tako a 
new one. He left cover and advanced and kept On firing on 
the diieoits. While doing so. he was overpowered by the 
dacoits and shot dead. 

Shri Baijnath Singh’s gallant action and self-sacrifice in 
lighting against armed dacoits is a shining example of gal- 
lantry and couragn.

No. F. U)(4)/69-BA//v/, — The, President i> pleased to set 
up a Committee, to be called the Wakf Inquiry Committee, 
to go into all aspects of the administration of wakf properties 
in the cotmtrv and to recommend suitable measures for the 
proper supervision, management and control of such pro- 
perties. 
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2. The constitution of the Committee wjII be as lOJlows 

Chairman 

1. Shri Suyeed Ahmed. Member, Rajya Sabha.

2. Shri F. If. Mohsin, Member, Lok Sabha. 

3. Shri Ishaq Sambhali. Member, Lok Sabha. 

3. There will be a whole-time Secretary to the Com- 
mittee. 

4. The terms of reference to the Committee shall be as 
follows : — 

(i) to evaluate (he actual working of the various pro^ 
visions of the Wakf Act, 1954, specially in the 
context of the adequacy or inadequacy of the pro- 
visions of the Act from the point of view of effec- 
tive supervision of wakf administration by the 
various authorities under the Act and to suggest any 
improvements, therein in the interests of better 
administration of wakf properties: 

(ii) to study the methods of supervision of wakf admi- 
nistration at various levels, namely. Central Wakf 
Council. Stale Wakf Boards, the State Governments 
unci the Central Government, to consider the 
defects and shortcomings, if any, of these methods 
and to suggest measures for avoiding such defects 
and shortcomings; 

(u'i) lo evaluate how far and to what extent provisions 
for direct management by the Wakf ^ Boards ot 
wakf properties under certain special circumstances 
specified in the Wakf Act, 1954 have actually led 
to the improvement in the management of the wakf 
institutions dung the period of such direct manage- 
ment by the Board: 

(Iv) to suggest the agencies by which and the manner 
in which the auditing of accounts of the Wakf 
Boards and the large size wakf institutions might be 
more effectively and better got done: 

(v) lo consider the types of irregularities, lapses or 
improprieties that may have taken place in wakf 
administration or supervision thereof and to suggest 
the measure (whether procedural or otherwise ) 
necessary to ensure that such irregularities lapses or 
improprieties do not recur in future; 

(vi) to examine the working of the institution of mutn- 
wallis by subjecting some of the large, medium and 
small size wakfs to scrutiny and to suggest ways 
and means for their proper functioning and manage- 
ment; 

(vfi) to ascertain the extent to which the basic concept 
of wakfs and objects of various categories of waks 
arc being promoted and to suggest ways and means 
for the proper promotion thereof; 

t vjii) to inquire into and report on any other mailer rele- 
vant to any of the matters specified above, which, nil 
the opinion of the Committee, requires to be 
inquired into. 

5. The Com mi l Lee shall submit, its report to the Govern- 
ment within a period of six months from the date of its first 
sitting.
